This work o f w heat classification 
involves investigation 
of the early

W heat was sown as early as 1002 by 
Gosexvold,

It was not until nine years la t­ 
er that the first wheat was 'ow n in 
Virginia, while not previous to 16-18 
•lid the total crop of the Old Domin­ 
ion exceed several rand red acres.

town school was also discontinued 
until 1918 when the trustee abandoned 
ii for want of sufficient pupils. 
It is 
said that the state board of educa­ 
tion will not recognize more than 
one high school in Salt Creek tow n­ 
ship. 
At the time the Houston school 
building was proposed the Freetown 
people opposed it and tried to ob­ 
struct the work.
